A Genuine Account of that moſt inhuman 
Murder committed by Miſs Mary Blandy, upon the 
Body of her Father, Mr. Francis Blandy, late Town- 
Clerk of Henley upon Thames. 


HE Death of the late Mr. 
Francis Blandy, occaſioned 
by Poiſon adminiſtered to 
him, as it is too ſtrongly 
ſuſpected, by his only Daughter, is an 
Affair of ſuch an uncommon Nature, 
that the Curioſity of the Publick has 
been greatly raiſed, but not yet ſatisfied 
with any Account that has been hitherto 
publiſhed of this horrid Parricide. Ma- 
ny falſe Stories have been propagated, 
and even Pamphlets publiſhed, pretend- 
ing to give an Account of this ſtrange 
Tranſaction, with ſcarce a Word of Truth 
to ſupport their Credibility. It ſeems 
theretore highly neceſſary to ſet the Peo- 
ple right in their Notions of this Matter; 
in order to which we ſhall relate nothing 
but what is grounded upon inconteſtible 
Facts, and the Teſtimonies of Perſons 
of indiſputable Characters. And we hope 
it will not be ſuppoſed that we publiſh 
this Narative with any View to prejudice 
Miſs Mary Blandy in the Eye of the Pub- 
lick, or to influence thoſe Gentlemen who 
are to ſit upon her Life at her Tryal, 
whoſe Verdict no doubt will be govern'd 
by nothing but the Truth as it ſhall ap- 
pear to them upon the cleareſt Evidence. 


However, as the Crime in itſelf is ſo 
very notorious, and ſeldom happens, I 
hope it will not be thought improper to 
inſert here a few Lines concerning the Pu- 
niſhment for a Crime of the like Nature 
in the Times of the Romans and p- 
tians, which we here quote from good 
Authority. | 

„The Romans made no Law againſt - 
* theſe execrable Perſons, as ſuppoſing ' 
* none would be ſo wicked as to com- 
mit ſuch Crimes, till L. Oſtius, about 
* 500 Years after the Death of Numa, 
% killed his Father; upon which they or- 
„ dered, that ſo flagitious a Malefactor, 
* ſhould, upon his being apprehended, - 
* have Wooden Shoes put on him, and 
* ſo haled to Goal, where he was to con- 
“ tinue one Year, during which Time his 
Feet were not to touch the common 
« Parent of Mankind, the Earth; after 
that he was ſcourged, and then tied up 
in a Leather Sack, together with a Dog, 
an Ape, a Cock, and a Viper, nd 0 
* thrown into the next Water that was 
deep enough to drown him; and 
if a Child was ungracious enoug 
but to ſtrike his Parents, he was t 
*© his Hands cut off. The old Egyprians-- 
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« uſed to run ſharp Reeds into every Part 
« of the Bodies of Parricides, and after 
having thus wounded almoſt every Part, 
e threw them upon a Heap of Thorns, 
c and ſet Fire to them. : 
This premiſed, let us proceed to our 
Narrative. Mr. Francis Blandy was an 
eminent Attorney at Law, and Town- 
Clerk, of Henley upon Thames in Oxford- 
Hirt; a Gentleman of the ſtricteſt Ho- 
nour, a moſt tender Huſband, an indul- 
gent Father, and a ſincere Friend. His 
Wife's Maiden Name was Mary Stevens, 
who died about two Years ago, and left 


him a Daughter, his only Child, who is 


now in the thirty-ſecond Year of her Age; 
a young Woman of an unblemiſhed Cha- 
rater, till ſhe had the Misfortune to be 
acquainted with a certain Scots Gentleman, 
an Officer in the Army, who, it is feared, 
had got ſo much the Aſcendant over her, 
that his Directions were her Law in perpe- 
trating the heinous Deed ſhe now ſtands 

Charged with. 574707 
As to the Character of this Scots Offi- 
cer, it ſtands thus: He was actually mar- 
ried to another Gentlewoman in Scotland 
before he became acquainted with Miſs 
-  Blendy; but deſigning to get that Mar- 
" Tlage, Which he called a Concubinage, diſ- 


ſolved, he went to Law with his Wife, but 
Sentence was twice given againſt him in 


the Court of Seſſion in Scotland. This 
Was no Secret, for the Trial was printed 
and publiſhed, and the Fact inconteſtible; 
ſo chat Miſs Blandy had no Pretence to 
entertain Mr. C » as a Lover, ſince 
ſhe could have no Hopes or Expectations 
of becoming his lawful Wife, at leaſt 


While his then Wife was living; yet ſne 


publickly kept Company with him at her 
Father's Houſe, where he was entertained 
as a Friend ; and there is Reaſon to be- 


lieve, as will appear by her own Confeſ- 
ſien, that he was the firſt Inſtigator and 
Contri ver of this deteſtible Murder, and 
that he furniſhed the Means, and employ- 
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ed the Hand of the Daughter to deſtroy 
the Life of her Father. _ | 

But before we proceed farther in this 
Story, it may not be amiſs to give the 
Reader ſome Idea of Miſs Blandy's Per- 
ſon : She is of a middle Size, well-ſhaped, 
of a brown Complexion, with black Eyes, 
full of Fire; and tho' not a Beauty, is 
very agreeable, eſpecially when ſhe ſpeaks; 
and her Converſation is full of Wir and 
good Senſe. For a more perfect Deſerip- 
tion we muſt refer the Reader to the Print 
prefixed to this Pamphlet. 

It may, perhaps, be aſked, what Induce- 
ment this young Gentle woman could 
have to be guilty of ſo horrible a Crime ? 
The only probable Anſwer that can be 
given 1s, that ſhe might then be-at Liber- 
ty to go and live with Mr. C, and 
by thus making herſelf Miſtreſs of her 
Father's Fortune, ſhe might be enabled to 
ſupport them both, as ſuppoſing ſhe 
ſhould then be in Poſſeſſion of 10 or 


12,008]. (though ſince Mr. Blandy's De- 


ceaſe, it has been found that he was not 
worth 4000l.) and this Probability will 
appear in the following Pages beyond all 
Doubt. | 

The execrable Scheme of ſending the 
old Gentleman to his long Home, being 
laid, Miſs Blandy received a ſmall Pareel 
from Mr (, containing ſome Scots 


Pebbles, to make her a Pair of Ear-rings,, 


with Powder to clean them; which PO W- 
der ſince appears to be rank Poyſon; a 
Part of which ſhe put into her Father's 
Water-Gruel, &c. 

To all Appearance this Scheme had 
been a good while in concerting; for 
ſome Time before this execrable Deed was 
compleated, Mr. Blandy falling ill, was 
adviſed to ſend for a Phyſician, which his 
Daughter, with great Reluctance agreed 
to. It has likewiſe been diſcovered, that 


the Scots Gentleman, who was then in the 
Houſe, having come to pay a Viſit, gave 


two Doſes of the Scots Powder to the old

Gentleman in his Peas; ſince which Time 
the Deceaſed often complained of an in- 
ternal Pain in his Bowels, a ſore Throat, 
and a Stench in his Noſe. _ | 
On Monday the 5th of laſt Auguſt, the 
wicked Project began to be put in Ex- 
ecution, by Miſs Blandy, by mix- 
ing ſome of this Powder with her Fa- 
ther's Water-Gruel, which he took a 
great Part of without any Suſpicion; and 
one Mrs. Hemmet, a poor Waſherwoman, 
who chaired in the Houſe, having taſted 
that which her Maſter had left, fell ſick, 
and was carried home in a Chair, and con- 
tinued dangerouſly ill for a long time, that 
her Life was deſpaired of ; but ſhe is now 
able to walk abroad, though it is thought 
ſhe never will recover. ſo as to be quite 
well again. | | | 
Mr. Littleton, Clerk to the Deceaſed, 
was then on a Viſit to his Friends, other- 
wiſe he might have ſhared the ſame Fate. 
Miſs Blandy putting ſome of the Pow- 
der into her Father's Gruel on Monday the 
5th of Auguſt, and the Day following, the 
Servants began to have a violent Suſpi- 
cion of the Tragedy that their Miſtreſs 
was acting with her Father, which they

ſtances, viz. Miſs Blandy coming into the 
Kitchen, put a Spoon into the Gruel left 
by her Father, and drew it our full of a 
white Sediment that was at the Bottom:

She ſtirred it with her Finger, and 
put it again in the Gruel. 

The two Maid-Servants being thus 
ſtrengthened in their Suſpicions, they could 
not be eaſy, but went to Mrs. Mountzey, 
an Acquaintance in the Family, and told 
her what Grounds they had to ſuſpect Miſs 
Blandy of poiſoning her Father. Mer. 
Norton the Apothecary was ſent for, who 
examining the Gruel and Powder which 
the Maids had brought with them, could 
not tell what it was: Bat let it be what it 
will, ſaid he, ſure that Stuff bas no Buſineſs

The Maids thinking the Matter of too 
much Concern to let it reſt here, (forthey 
were fully perſuaded their Maſter's;Lite 
was in Danger) told him plainly, that they 
thought his Daughter had poiſoned him, 
(this was on Friday) and they found the 
old Gentleman had the ſame Suſpicion ; 
for coming down Stairs into the Kitchen,

At theſe Words 
Miſs Blandy appeared in very great Con- Bn 
fuſion, and anſwered, with a forced Smile, © = 
Papa, it is twenty Years ago fince that bap- 7 
pened, I remember it very well. Upon 
which ſhe went away immediately. 
Mr. Blandy was then fo very bad, that 
he kept his Chamber from that Day, Miſs 
going to him from Time to Time; but 
the Servants being afraid ſhe would put 
ſomething more in his Victuals, defired 
him to forbie her his Room, which he. 
did; and which ſhe took very ill, and 
ſaid, ** What have I done that I am for- 
bid the Preſence of my Father? Betty, 
faid ſhe, to the Cook Maid, go to Papa, 
* preſent my Duty to him, and tell him, 
I want to fee him.” Mr. Blandy (ent ; 
for Anſwer, that he would not ſee her: 
But ſome Time afterwards, altering his 
Mind, he ſent Word by Saſannab Gunning. 
the Chamber Maid, for her to come dp. Then 
ſhe ſitting on the Feet of his Bed, he ſpoke. f 
to her thus: My dear Girl, I forgive thee 4 
with all my Heart, but will hang n 
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if I can;—Be gone: Which were all the 

Words he faid, and turned from her. 
However, the Doſe Mr. Blandy had re- 
"ceived inwardly in the Water-Gruel on 
"the Monday, had ſo worked upon him, 
that he was not able to fit up; and the 
Tame; Morning about Eleven o'Clock, 
the old Gentleman took to his Room, 
which he never came out of to the Time 
df his Death. 

Before 1 proceed any farther in this 
Account, I think it proper to inform the 
Reader, that on Sunday the Ath of Auguſt, 
Deing the Day before the old Gentleman 
received the poiſonous Potion in his Wa- 
ter-Gruel, which was the Occaſion of his 
Death, that his Daughter went to Henley 
Chureh with him, and there received the 
; Sacrament. | | 

On Sunday Morning the 11th of Au- 
gift, the Cook-Maid, Elizabeth Binfield, 
came down and ſaid to Mr. Littleton, and 
her Fellow-Servants, My Maſter has no 
fair Play for his Life, 1 am now certain his 
Daughter has poiſoned him. Miſs being 
taxed with this by Mr. Littleton, ſeemed 
greatly affronted at it; but afterwards re- 
collecting herſelf, ſhe ſaid to the Servants, 
That the young Gentleman (meaning Mr. 
Eittleton) acted like a Man of Honour in 
ſpewing ſo much Concern for his Maſter. 

On Monday the 12th of Auguſt, Miſs 


: Blandy was confined to her Room, by 


Order of her Father, and two Men were 
appointed to watch her. Every thing ſhe 
might have made Uſe of to make away 
with herſelf (had ſhe been ſo minded) was 
taken from her; even her Garters, though 
ſhe earneſtly requeſted they might be re- 
turn'd, for fear of her catching Cold. 
Dr. Lewis, of Oxford, being called to 
conſult with Dr. Addington, came in the 
Evening, and found Mr. Blandy in a 
dreadful Condition: The Pains he fuf- 
tered were ſo exquiſite, that his Bowels, he 
ſaid, ſeemed as it they were ſer on Fire in 
his Body, and that he had a Fire-Ball in his 


n 


Stomach. In this lamentable Condition 
he remained till the Wedneſday following, 
Auguſt the 14th, taking very often Cor- 
dials, and other Medicines, to cool him 
but to no Purpoſe ; ſo that he departed 
this Lite between One and Two in the Aſ- 


ternooon of the ſame Day. 


Now a Letter that Miſs expected fromthe 
Scots Officer arrived, and was intercepted ; 
the Contents of which are a Secret, for 
particular Reaſons. Dr. Addington car- 
ried it to Miſs's Room, and read it to her. 
However, we can aſſure the Public, that 
it contains Matter enough to confirm the 
general Belief, that he was the principal 
Actor with Miſs Blandy, in this diſmal 
Tragedy; there being in the Letter this 
Expreſſion, — Above all, don't ſpare the 
Powder, in order to keep the Pebbles clean. 

As ſoon as Mr. Blandy was dead, one of 
the two Men appointed tor Miſs's Keepers, 
told her abruptly, Jour Father is dead; at 
which Words ſhe fainted away, but ſoon 
recovered her Spirits. Mr. Norton the 
Apothecary going preſently after into her 
Room, acquainted her more politely with 
the Death of her Father. To which ſhe 
only anſwered, I know it, Sir. 

Mr. Blandy made no Will, and there- 
fore his Daughter became ſole Heireſs and 
Executrix of all he was worth at his De- 
ceaſe, and now ſhe ſuppoſed herſelf Mi- 
ſtreſs of a Fortune of 10 or 12, 000“. 

Miſs having now effectually executed 
her unnatural Scheme, began to conſult 
her own Safety; to which Purpoſe ſhe 
brought down a large Parcel of Letters 
into the Kitchen, and threw them into the 
Fire, together with a Paper of Powder, 
which, the Servants, who were preſent, 
obſeryed burnt bluiſh. She then took the 
Poker, and poked the Letters. into the 
Fire, till they were all burnt, and then 
ſaid, Now, I am pretty eaſy. Yet the very 
Paper wherein the Powder was put, being 
(after ſhe was gone) drawn out of the Fire, 
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they ſtill could read upon it, Powder for 
cleaning Scotch Pebbles, 

Before we proceed any farther in this 
Tragedy, it may not be improper to inſert 
here the ſeveral Affidavits of Mr. Norton, 
the Apothecary ; Suſannab Gunnell, the 
Chamber Maid; Elizabeth Binfield, the 
Cook Maid; and the two Men Servants, 
made the Day atter Mr. Blandy's Death, as 


they particularly relate to what we have 
already mentioned.

Before we inſert any more of the Affi- 
davits made before the Mayor and Co- 
roner of Henley, the Day after his Death, 
we think it proper to give ſome further 
Account of Miſs, and her Behaviour on 
finding her Father was dead. 

Soon after Mr. Blandy was dead, her 
Uncle, a Reverend Divine, ſeat to Miſs 
the Keys which her Father had delivered 
to him during his IIlneſs, as being her 
own, and therefore he had 'no farther Bu- 
ſineſs with them. Her two Keepers, 
whom her Father had ordered to take 
Care of her, were diſmiſſed, having no 
more Power to watch her; and from the 
Time of her Father's Death till the next 
Day, at Noon, ſhe had full Liberty of ma- 
king her Eſcape, and indeed ſhe made fe- 


veral Attempts for that Purpoſe, as will be 


ſhewn hereatter. 

What we have hitherto related, ap- 
pears by the Teſtimonies of the Servants : 
But there being ſome other Incidents 
which happened i in the Courſe of this me- 
lancholy Affair, we ſhall give a true Ac- 
count of whatever has come to our certain 
Knowledge, though for that Purpoſe we 
ſhall be obliged to go a little back again 
in Point of Time.

Miſs Blandy expecting a Letter from 
Mr. C u, which did not come to the 
Time, gave the following to Mr. 2 
deſiring him to direct it to Capt. C 
in Scotland, as he always uſed to do, . 

It was 
ſealed up with three Wafers, and being in- 
tercepted and carried to Mr. Blandy, he 
deſired Mr. Littleton to read it before 
him.

She did not ſubſcribe her Name to this 
Letter; and it was very ill wrote, tho' 
ſhe writes a good Hand.

But now to”Teturn, the Cook-maid 
aſking her the Night her Father died, 
whom ſhe would haveto ſet up with her? 
Miſs anſwered, The Night is my own, and 
1 will have whom I plegſe. About Eight 

o*'Clock that Night, Miſs called for Sup- 
per; but the Servants not carrying it 
up ſo ſoon as ſhe expected, ſhe d- n'd 
them, and behaved very confidently, and 
in ſuch a Manner, that they were fright- 
ened, and could hardly be prevailed upon 
to go to her. It ſeems Dr. Addington had 
given them a Caution not to put too 
much Confidence in their Miſtreſs, ſince 
ſhe might think it her Intereſt to poiſon 
them all. 

Mr. Littleten, obſerving this ſtrange 
Behaviour in Miſs, ſo unbecoming a 
Gentlewoman in her Circumſtances, was 


at a Loſs what to do; but lighting 
on two of his Friends, he deſir red them 
to go with him to the Houſe, and bear 
him Company, and by the Way, meet- 
ing with one Mr. Eſdell, a Gentleman of 
the Town, ask'd him likewiſe to go with 
them, not to be Keepers of Miſs Blardy, 
as has been falſely reported, but on the 
Contrary, to ſee her make her Eſcapes or 
Exit, as they called it, and expected ; 

for which Purpoſe they walk'd ſome Time 
before the Door; but Mr. Littleton, who 
reſolv*d to have nothing to reproach him- 
ſelf with afterwards, behav*d thro' the wholz 
with great Prudence, and underſtanding 
that Miſs had offered zool. to Rovert 
Harman, her Servant Man, to carry her 
off, though he had the Honeity to refule 
it, thought it highly neceſſary to take 
the Adviſe of a Gentleman eminent in 
the Law, who liv'd in the Town, who 
told him, that he (Mr. L:zttleton) and the 
other Gentlemen who were with him, had 
no Buſineſs in Miſs Blandy's Houſe, but 
by her Conſent, and that no Warrant 
being iſſued out againſt her, no Harm 
could happen to the Man was he to ac- 
cept of the ;o0ol. ſhe offered him. Upon 
this Anſwer, they all went to the Catherine- 
Wheel, where meeting with the Mayor 


and Corporation, who had already ſent 


for a Conſtable, he ordered them in the 
King's Name to keep the Peace in the 
Houſe, untill the faid Conſtable came ; 
which was accordingly complied with by 
the ſaid Gentlemen. The Conſtable came, 
and in about a Quarter of an Hour went 
away again, ſaying in his Juſtification, 
that Mils Blandy not being perſonally con- 


ſign'd to his Cuſtody, be had no Buſineſs 
there. 


Mits was now once more Miſtreſs of 


herſclf, but not knowing how ſoon her 
Liberty might again be reſtrained, after 
her Attempt to .bring her Man into her 
Meaſures had failed, ſhe applied to the 
Cook-maid, Elizebutb Binfeld, the next 


Day,

Day, and calling her up Stairs, offered 
her Twenty Guineas to hire a Poſt-Chaiſe 
at the Red Lien or the Bell; and told her 
farther, that if ſhe was willing to follow her 
into the Weſt of England, ſhe would take 
care of her Fortune. But the Maid, who 
is a much more material Witneſs againſt her 
than what ſhe hed ſworn before the Mayor 
and Coroner, refuſed this Offer with the 
ſame Firmneſs the Man had done. 
In ſhort, Miſs Blandy finding none of 
her Servants willing to aſſiſt her Flight, 
deſired the Cook, as a laſt Favour, to go 
to Bed with her; which ſhe likewiſe re- 
fuſed, alledging, as a Reaſon, the Hor- 
ror her Maſter's Death had thrown her 
into, and who then lay dead in the Houſe, 
and the Suſpicions ſhe had, that ſhe Mils 
Blandy had poiſoned him, were ſo great, 
that was ſhe to go to Bed with her, ſhe 
mould take no Reſt all Night long; and 
therefore begg'd ſhe would diſmiſs her, 
and Jet her go to her own Bed, having 
not taken a Wink of Sleep for three Days 
and three Nights together. Upon which 
Miſs Blandy complained bitterly of her 
Servants, and of the People of Henley; 
faying, ** That ſome maiicious Perſon 
* gave out at her Mother's Death, that 
** ſhe had not had fair Play for her Life, 
though every body knew what Diſorder 
* ſhe died of, which was an Inflammation 
zin her Bowels , and now her Father 
-* wes dead, there were other Reports, as 
* if ſhe had poiſoned him alſo.” But 
before ſhe diſmiſſed the Maid, ſhe told her, 
in a joking Manner, Was it not a Mad- 
ee neſs in me to propoſe to go out at 
« this Time of Night? Where could 1 
go? Indeed any one could hardly help 
« laughing at ſuch a Thought.“ By this 
may be fcen, that though Miſs was de 
prived of Counſe! and Advice, yet the 
was not deſtitute of Prudence. 


| + lt is confidently ſaid, That the ſame Scorch Ofhi- 
cer wes at Mr. Blanay's when Mrs. Blandy died of 
Convulſious in her Bowels. i 
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But be 


that as it will, 'tis ſurpriſing, that having 
form'd a Reſolution to make her Eſcape, 
when other Methods failed, it never came 
into her Head to order the Man to ſaddle 
one of the Horſes (there being two in the 
Stable) and to ride away upon it, which 
ſeem'd the only Method likely to ſucceed, 
if ſhe could afterwards have tound Means 
to ſecure herſelf. There was nobody in 
the Houſe that was willing to oppoſe her 
Eſcape at that Time, nor in the Town 
one in Readineſs to follow her. However 
it was, Miſs went to Bed about One 
o'Clock. 

On Thurſday Morning about Ten of the 
Clock, Miſs having about 1000 /. in Caſh 
and Bank Notes upon her, dreſs'd in a 
black Sack, with a Bonnet on her Head, 
came down Stairs, went through the 
Kitchen, where the Servants were at Break- 
taſt, paſſed by them without ſpeaking a 
Word, opened the Street-door, and walk'd 
out as far as Henley Church-yard, without 
being known ; but then being taken No- 
tice of firſt by ſome Children, who were 
then in the Street, ſhe was ſoon followed 
by a Croud of People over the Bridge, 
where ſome of them imagined ſhe de- 
ſign'd to throw herſelf into the River, but 
ſoon perceived ſhe had a greater Regard 
to her own Life, than to throw it awa 
ſo fooliſhly at laſt; finding herſelf ſur- 
rounded on all Sides by the Mob, fearing ſhe 


' ſhould be inſulted, ſhe took Reſuge in the 


Angel Alehouſe, which is in Berꝶſbire, be- 
ing over the Bridge, where ſhe imme- 
diately calPd for a Pint of Wine and a 
Toaſt.

The Corporation of Henley being in- 
formed of what had happened, ſent their 
Serzzant and Mace-bearer to ſtop her go- 
ing any further; and ſome Time after 
Mr. Fifher, one of the Aldermen, went 
himſelf, and aſking her why ſhe went 
away? her Anſwer was, “ That having 
been confined for ſeveral Days together 
* to her Room, ſhe only wanted to take

Soon afterwards, Mr. Richard Miles, 
Mayor and Coroner of Henley, and Juſtice 
of the Peace for the ſaid Fown, went 
into Miſs Blandy's Room to examine her.

Gaol, and give the Reader ſome more 
Particulars concerning the Servants, which 
though omitted in its proper Place, we 
think them of too much Conſequence to 
be paſs' d over in ſilence. 

Eliz. Binfield, the Cook-maid, has de- 
clared, ſince ſne made the Affidavit before 
related, that her young Miſtreſs had fre- 
Pry talk*d with her concerning her Fa- 
ther, and had ſaid, behind his Back, be- 
aides what ſhe had before ſworn, that he 
Was an old Raſcal, old Rogue, and ſuch 


other infamous Names; that on Miſs's 


telling her that her Father would be dead

before October next, ſhe aſk'd her how ſhe 
knew it; when Miſs reply*d, that Captain 
'$ n had wrote her Word, that he had 
been to a Conjuror in Scotland, who had 
told him, that ſome of the Family would 
die before October. 

Suſannah Gunnell, the Chamber- maid, 
was allo poiſon'd by theſe ſame Love- 
powders, but not as has been reported, by 
taſting the Water Gruel; it was by drink- 
ing a Diſh of Tea out of the Cup without 
wrencing it, which Miſs had deſigned for 
her Father, when ſhe found the Powders 
would not mix well with it, and which 
Miſs had thrown out of the Window. 

This poor Girl was extremely ill for 
a long Time, and though ſhe is now reco- 
vered, and goes abroad, ſhe is wore down 
to a Skelliton. 

At the Time of her making the Affi- 
davit before the Mayor and Coroner, as 
is before inſerted, ſhe being ſo very ill, 
could hardly ſay any thing at that Time; 
but ſince her Recovery, has declared, and 
is ready to teſtify the ſame at the Aſſizes, 
on the Trial, that Miſs had cautioned her 
not to taſte the Water Gruel that ſhe car- 
ried to her Maſter, leaſt it might do her 
harm ; which carries a great Probability, 
that ſhe muſt know the Powders ſhe ad- 
miniſter'd to her Father were of a poiſon- 


ous Quality. 


Mr. Norton, the Apothecary, has, ſince 
he gave his Teſtimony before the Mayor 
and Coroner, try'd the Powders by ſome 
chemical Preparations, and now finds them 
to be Poiſon, and will teſtify the ſame on 
the Trial. iT 

As for the Report that has been current, 
that Miſs Blandy was privately married to 
Mr. C n, there was ſome Foundation, 
as Miſs had privately told the Maid Ser- 
vants ſo; but ſhe abſolutely denies any 
ſuch Marriage. | 

The Servant Man, Robert Harman, 
though he did not ſay in his Affidavit, that 
Miſs Blandy had made Overtures to. him 
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to aſſiſt her in her Eſcaps, has declared 
ſince, that ſhe offered im 5001. if he 
would go along with her to France; and 
waich Offer was made to him by her after 
his Maſter, Mr. Blandy, was dead. 

All the Servants are bound over in Re- 
cognizances to appear at the next Aſſizes 
to be held for the County of Oxford, in 
order to give their Teſtimonies on the 
Trial of Miſs Blandy for the Murder of 
her {aid Father. 

A Gentleman of Oxford, who is a 
Juſtice of the Peace, and was particularly 
acquainted with Mr. Blandy and his Fa- 

ily, going one Day into the Gaol to ſee 
Miſs, informed her, that her Uncle, and 
other Friends, . who had the Care of her 
Affairs, found, that her Father was not 
near ſo rich as was imagined in his Life- 
time; for that all they could make out, 
did not amount to 4000 1]. On her hearing 
this, the ſeem'd more confuſed than ſhe 
has ever appeared to be fince her Confine- 
ment, and ſaid, I am very ſorry to hear 
© fo.? How far that may ſting her Con- 
ſcience, is beſt known to herſelf; but it is 
probable to imagine, that had ſhe certain- 
ly known that he had been worth no more 
than he really was, ſhe might not have pur 
her damnable Project in Execution; nor 
her wicked pretended Lover have. ſoilicited 
her to do it. 

Her Behaviour in Gaol ircm the firſt has 
been very ſerene and calm; but ſhe did 
not appear ſo deeply and ſincerely affected 
as could be expected for one in her Cir- 
cumfſtances, ſhe always drinking Tea twice 
a Day, ſometimes walking in the Keeper's

Garden with a Guard, and playing at 

Cards in the Evening; retuſing to be ſeen 

by any Perſons, except her cwn particular 
Friends, who firſt ſent in their Names, and 
them but very few. 

In a few Days after ſhe was cared into 
Goal, ſhe was informed that a Warrant 
was iſſued and gone down in the North to 
apprehend her Lover Mr. C, where- 
upon ſhe ſaid, I pray God tney may 
take the Villain, that he may ſuffer, for 
e it is all owing to his Requeſt and Ad- 
% vice.“ And on her hearing that he 
was gone off before the Warrant 
down, ſhe ſhewed a great Concern. 

Upon a Remonſtrance being made by 
ſeveral Noblemen and Gentlemen of the 
County of Oxford, that ſhe was indulg'd 
with too much Liberty in the Goal, fo 
that they apprehended an Eſcape might 


be form'd for her, to be made therefrom, 


a Letter was ſent by his Grace the Duke 


of Newcaſtle to the Sheriff, requiring 


him to take more particular Care of her, 
as ſhe ſtood charged with a Crime of fo 
wicked a Nature, and black a Dye; 


whereupon, on Friday the 2 5th of Octo-
